The  funded  debt  of  the  Kalamazoo  &  White  Pigeon  R.  E.,  a  proprietary 
road,  was  also  reduced  $200,000  by  the  payment  at  maturity,  July  1,  1887,  of 
that  amount  of  eight  per  cent,  bonds.

The  increase  in  freight  earnings  was  the  result  of  a  considerable  increase— 
12  per  cent. — in  tonnage  and  a  slight  increase — thirty-one  one-hundredths  of 
one  mill — in  the  average  rate  per  ton  per  mile,  cent  0.670  in  1887  as  against 
cent  0.639  in  1886: 

Passenger  earnings  were  increased  for  the  same  reasons . 


OPERATING  EXPENSES, 

Operating  expenses  include  the  cost  of  twenty -four  new  locomotives 
replacing  twenty -five  worn  out,  twelve  new  passenger  cars,  less  three  worn  out, 
and  eight  hundred  and  seventy -six  new  freight  cars,  less  four  hundred  and 
eighty-one  worn  out. 

Also  new  structures  costing  about  $150,000,  and  about  one-half  the  cost 
of  reducing  the  grades  on  the  Air  Line  Division  to  a  maximum  of  sixteen  feet 
to  the  mile.  '  .        .    ,      ' 

The  per  cent,  of  operating  expenses,  including  all  taxes  and  improvements 
was  58.95  in  1887  as  against  61.36  in  1886. 

CONCLUSION, 

Under  the  then  contemplated  re- organization  of  the  New  York,  Chicago 
&  St.  Louis  Kailway  Co.,  this  company  took  its  proportion  of  the  hew  first 
preferred  stock,  amounting  to  $2,503,000,  referred  to  in  the  last  annual 
report.     The  entire  issue  is  $5,000,000.  .  ■     ■  . 


The  company  is  promoting  the  construction  of  lines  from  Dqughton,  0., 
(on  the  Mahoning  Coal  Kailroad)  into  the  Shenango  Valley  iron  district.  Dur- 
ing the  year  there  was  advanced  on  this  account  $202,884.14.  This  road  was 
opened  to  Sharon,  Pa.— seven  miles— December  10th,  1887.
